plain toast, they may have it de¬ 
liciously but.er-crusted by brush¬ 
ing %-inch slices of bread with 
melted butter on both sides and 
baking it 2 minutes on the iron. 

Finicky family preferences don’t 
bother the modern housewife. Even 
if she had made up a lot of waffle 
batter and several people say they 
would rather have toast or French 
toast that morning, she can keep 
the batter, covered, in her electric 
refrigerator and use it at a later 
date. Many women, in fact, make 
up batter in a quantity sufficient for 
several meals and it is ever ready. 

An electric refrigerator with its 
shelves always stocked with wallle 
batter, salads, desserts and the 
makings for sandwiches is one of 
the best inducements for real old- 
fashioned family life. When Dad 
gets hungry before bedtime, he can 
consult the refrigerator, and ten 
chances to one the whole family will 
be standing around the kitchen eat 
ing before he's through. Young peo¬ 
ple in the family will feel free to 
invite their friends in for waffles or 
toasted sandwiches, and many will 
be the other home-like uses to which 
a well-stocked refrigerator is put.
